Spoke  with  my  counterpart  in  Region  9.  She’s  trying  to  reach  Navajo  EPA  to  confirm  details  but 
hasn’t  heard  back.  She  had  different  information  than  what  I’ve  gotten  on  the  systems  along  the 
San  Juan  River  that  Navajo  has  shut  down. 
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I’ve  heard  from  BLM  contact  who  is  on  the  ground  and  San  Juan  County  (UT)  emergency 
managers  that  the  towns  of  Aneth,  Montezuma  Creek,  and  Halchita  (all  on  the  Navajo 
reservation)  have  shut  down  their  water  supplies  (Montezuma  Creek  is  a GW  system,  other  two 
are  surface  water  with  intakes  in  the  San  Juan  River).  San  Juan  County  has  moved  a water  truck 
to  the  Fire  station  and  local  residents  are  bringing  water  jugs  to  be  filled.  Each  family  can  get  25 
gallons  of  drinking  water  per  day.  They  also  can  get  water  hauled  in  from  Bluff,  UT  for  their 
livestock. 


Please  let  me  know  if  you’d  like  more  info  or  have  any  more  specific  questions.  I’m  still  hoping 
to  hear  back  from  R9.
